United Klans of America, Inc., Knight3 of the Ku Klux 
Klan held several public rallies during August and Sep¬ 
tember, 1963 . Rally held at Collinsville, Ala, on 
8/17/63* with approximately 50 people In attendance. 
Confidential informant states purpose of meeting was 
to obtain new members and meeting was complete failure. 

On 8/24/63, rally held at Decatur, Alabama, with about 
500 individuals in attendance. ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard captioned group, criticized KENNEDY administration 
and praised Governor GEORGE WALLACE of Alabama. On 
9/2/L3* rally held at Graymont Armory In Birmingham. 

About 900 people in attendance. Speeches were made by 
Baptist thinisters FARRELL GRISWOLD and GEORGE FISHER, 
ardent segregationists, and also ROBERT SHELTON. 

Speeches attacked civil rights program of Kennedy ( 
Administration and urged that Birmingham schools be 
closed rather than be desegregated. ALVIN D, SISK, 
Official of captioned group, killed In plane crash 
in August, 1963* in South Carolina. SISK, the pilot, 
was accompanied by ROBERT SHELTON and FREDERICK G. SMITH, 
of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, both officials of captioned 
group. SHELTON and SMITH not seriously injured. East- 
view #13 Klavern official stated on 9/5/63 that 962 
carbines have been distributed recently among Negroes 
in Western Section of Birmingham. No further Information 
obtained regarding this matter. Information set forth _-• 
concerning regular weekly Klavern meetings.

The Greenville Piedmont, a newspaper published 


at Greenville, South Carolina, printed an article on 
August 27, 19o3* entitled "Pilot Dies in Oconee Crash 
of Small Plane". This was an Associated Press story date- 
lined Walhalla, South Carolina, which said in part, "The 
head of the Ku Klux Klan in several states was injured, the 
pilot killed and a companion hurt near here Monday in the 
crash of a private plane. They were en route to Washington 
where a civil rights march is set for Wednesday, but de¬ 
clined to say why they were going there. The plane's 
pilot, 350 pound Alvin D. Sisk, died at 3:15 A.M. todaj 
of injuries he received in the crash 19 miles north of 
Sisk, Imperial Grand Wizard and Grand Dragon Robert M.-^Shel 
and Frederick G. Smith were taken to Oconee Countv/Memorlal 
Hospital near Seneca.

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segregatlonT^ts, and also by ROBERT M. SHELTON, mentioned 
above. The main theme of. all the speakers concerned general 
dissatisfaction with the handling of civil-rights situation 
by the present national administration. The speakers also 
alleged that the entire civil rights movement with respect 
to equal rights for the Negroes, as well as school integra¬ 
tion, is Communist inspired, and alleged that the leaders 
of the various Negro groups active in the integration 
movement are Communists. All the speakers urged the 
audience to resist the desegregation of the Birmingham 
,schools by non-violent action and suggested that the local 
and state officials be petitioned to close the Birmingham 
public schools rather than desegregate. 


No violence was advocated by the speakers, nor 
did any violence result from the rally.

Synop.1*, UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., KNIGHT OF THE KU KLUX 
KLAN (UKA), held Klonvocation at DLnkler-Tutwiler 
Hotel, Birmingham, Ala., 2/8-9/64. Informant reports 
six states represented at Klonvocation; namely, Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee 
and Louisiana. Informants stated over 200 persons 
present with 192 voting delegates at first session. 

Of this number 134 were elected delegates and re¬ 
mainder were state officers, Kleagles, Titans or 
province officers. On evening of 2/8/64, a banquet 
was held in. the Dinkier Tutwiler Hotel with over 300 
present. Speakers were Rev. FERREL GRISWOLD, who 
spoke on general subject of Communism and Segregation. 
GRISWOLD claimed Negro Civil Rights Movement is com¬ 
pletely dominated by Communists. i/MATTHEW MURPHY, a 
Birmingham attorney, alleged that many segregationists 
were being denied their rights under the Constitution. 
He mentioned case of former Gen. EDWIN A. WALKER. 

The last speaker was Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELTON, 
who made a typical segregationist speech, according 
to informants. SHELTON explained the UKA has set 
up a corporation known as HERITAGE ENTERPRISES, INC., 
and that the HERITAGE INSURANCE AGENCY of Bessemer,;-' 
Ala., is a part of this corporation. SHELTON said 
UKA owns 51% of HERITAGE INSURANCE AGENCY and that _ 
51% of the profits of this agency goes to UKA. In 
connection with this corporation, UKA plans to build

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2. A resolution declaring that a Klan robe is the mem¬ 
ber's property and if the member resigns from the Klan f he 
may keep the robe or else his unit may purchase it from him. 

3. A resolution empowering the Imperial Wizard to 
employ legal counsel for the purpose of making a change in 
the name on the charter of the organization. The name to 
be changed from Invisible Empire, United Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, Inc., to United Klans of America, Inc., 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

4. A resolution empowering the Grand Dragon of each 
state to confer honorary memberships in the organization, 
these memberships to be strictly confidential and the honorary 
members to have no Klan privileges. 

5. A resolution to furnish each Klansman a decal to 
be affixed to the rear window of his automobile. This decal 
to show a circle within a circle and be approximately four 
by four inches in size. 

6. A resolution authorizing the establishment of a 
ladies auxiliary. 

7. A resolution requiring monthly province meetings. 

8. A resolution setting up a nominating committee to 
consist of one man from each state. This nominating committee 
to be continually alert for qualified people to nominate for 
office. 


9. A resolution declaring that as of February 8, 1964, 
United Klans is in no way connected with any other organiza¬ 
tion or Klan group, past or present.

The handbill announced 
that the Rev. FERRELL GRISWOLD, Pastor of the First Baptist 
Church, Minor Heights, Birmingham, would be the featured 
speaker, and would tell the "ugly truth of the brutal treat¬ 
ment of white citizens by Federal Marshals during the occu¬ 
pation of Oxford, Mississippi.

on June 8, 1963, advised that approxi¬ 


mately 137 people attended the UAFCG meeting held at the 
North Birmingham Masonic Lodge, June 7, 1963. He reported 
that Rev. GRISWOLD was the principal speaker, and devoted 
moat of his speech to the mistreatment of citizens at Oxford, 
Mississippi, by United States Marshals. This source advised 
that there were several members of the UKA present in the 
audience at this meeting.
